31.— A corrcpond 
ent «f The Herald hafi juBt retarned to 
Havana after having visited the camp 
of General Gomez. After a long and 
perilous ride through country infested 
wHIl SBOidth troopt he MohadOeii 
cM OMDMi* o»mp Ota Dw. IS AMI iMUkd 
the general in excellent health and npir 
its. He was able the first time in many 
months to meant his horse and make a 
long journey of inspection of the vari 
ous oamps into which the men under 
hi* ibtaediate oomnumd wer« dirided, 

Thi oortetpondebt pot before General 
Gomez the program of autonomy in or 
der to secnro his opinion. The general 
Kmiled coiitcinptuously after glf^ncing 
over a copy of a Havana paper contain- 
ing the terms, and said : 

"There ii no ue wasting time in dis- 
eoMlng th«M terms. It makes no dif- 
ference whether they may be regarded 
OS liberal or not. The fact rpmains that 
■we are not fighting for autouoiiiy, bnt 
for independence. This Spain seems 
ntterly nnable to realize. 

"We have been told that the antono- 
my offered is an act of liberality by the 
mother country to induce the patriot! 
in arms to resume their allegiance to 
Spain. Hint is worse th.-m folly. It is 
an insult to the men fighting for free- 
dom. There is not in the Cuban army 
on« officer so base ai 'to accept tnoh 
twms. We will not even listen to any 
overtures, and any person entering our 
camps for such a purpose will be put to 
death in accordance with mj general 
orders." 

Continuing General, Gomez said that 
he had no faith in the ability of Spain 
to implant autonomy, even in the sec- 
tions under Spanish control, but wlieth- 
er such succeeded or not the matter was 
of no moment to the men ii; the field, 
w)i() would continued to tight, ani- 
mated by a love of freedom and an ab- 
solute confidence of ultiiiiato success. 

The correspondent a.sked (ieueral ( io- 
mez for his opinion as to American in- 
tervention and the annexation of Cuba 
to the United States. Ho replied that 
intervention does not necensarily imply 
annexation. "I would gladly accept 
the former as I woulci accept aid from 
any quarter, althontfh 1 believe if loft 
alone we will achieve our own inde- 
pendence unaided, :uid I am loath that 
we should be robbed of auv share in 
the honor of th* SKimlsion of the Span- 
iards. 

"As far as annexation is concerned I 
can not admit its possibility. To that 
proposition I make the .same rejily as I 
do to the autonomy plan - that our ob- 
ject is independence We have among 
US young men who have ^acI■iliced 
everything to this sacred cause. l'\)r 
myself I am an old man, who now has 
bnt one object in life and that is to see 
the flag of Cuba supreme from Capo 
Maysi to Sau Antonio. 

"We have already made fearful sacri- 
fices and we stand ready to make more 
in order to achieve this glorious end. I 
know that the people of the United 
States will never bulk as iu this oar 
hour of victory. 

"Tho idea of arbitrary annexation of 
this territory is inconsistent with the 
Iiriticiples on which the American re- 
public is founded. If, in the future, 
aft0r Onba has won her freedom, and it 
is dMBonstrated that she is capable of 
self-goremment, it became apparent 
' ithat ner interests would be advanced by 
inoorpomti^u into the United States, I 
woola be the last to object if an appli- 
oaHoii should be made for the honor of 
admisston to the great sisterhood of 
states. That is a very different thing 
f ronL^skuiexation. ' ' 

AsbA what his views were on an 
Amerfean protectorate over the island, 
Gteneral Gkunes replied that he had no 
obJebtiioiB, belicTing it would carry a 
giutranteii of peace at home with the 
respeot of nations, and would per- 
mit Oubia to worlc out her destiny under 
the most fLvotteblO ootiditlous. In re- 
turn he tie ieves that Ouba shouid iu 
htiT commerce favor the United States 
aboVe all nations^

REVIVAL OF COMMtRCl. 
■ihe Vert or Havana M'lii Soon B« o^eaed 

to EiportatloD. 

Atlanta, Dec. 31.— A special to The 
Oonstitution from HaTana via Key 
West says: Froih d strictly private 
and yet responsible source comes the 
information that the port of Havana 
will be opened to exportation within 24 
hours. The port was closed by Captain 
General Weyler's edict of May 14, 1896, 
for the ptarpose of cutting the tobacco 
industries (tf the United States partic- 
ularly those of Tampa and Key West 
off from their supply. 

General Weyler did this, he claimed, 
to insure permanent employment to tiie 
discontented dgarmakers in Havana 
during the troublesome times of war, 
but it is known that his special aim was 
to paralyse the Onban colonies of the 
United States from which was coming 
the fostering strength that made the in- 
surgents formidable. There are about 
70,000 bales of tobacco now cKdced in 
the warehouses of Havana ready to be 
shipped to the United States the mo- 
ment the port is opened. It is nid that 
the crop is promising, all of which in- 
dicates that br ghter days are dawning 
for the paralyzed oommstreeof Onbi 
and the waning dgav factories of the 
United States. 

HELP FOR THE 8TARVINQ CUSANt. 

Tlw ITard Uae Steamer* Will Carry tmp' 
pile* Free of Charfe. 

WA.'^HTNCiTOV, Dec. 81. — A.Soistant 
Secretary Day has just received a re- 
sponse from the superintendent of the 
Ward line steamers in New York in 
answer to his inquiry as to whether he 
could announce that his line would con- 
vey supplies to Cuba for the relief of 
tho suft'ering people, free of cost. Tho 
prompt answer was : "Will be pleased 
to accept supplies for Cuban sufferers 
free of cost. Presume they will bo con- 
signed to General Lee. " 

The Anaconda (Mon.) Standard tele- 
graphed last night that the secretary of 
state could draw on the National Park 
bank of New York for |800 already sub- 
scribed and paid in by Moattioa people 
for the benefit of the Ouban sufferers. 
More monej is promised from the same 
Boorce Jan. 1. All of this money is 
being distributed through Oonsul Gen- 
eral Lee.

OtncAoo, Deo. 31.— A special from 
Minneapolis says : Advices from Otta- 
wa indicate that the British govern- 
ment is preparing to aotitely resist Rus 
sian occupation of Pert Artlrar and 
Ai^isian influence in Odrea ; also that 
the co-ofp*atibtt of the Japaneie fleet 
with that of Gi«n« BHtiift l» 4frmm 
tied fact. 

Information has been received from 
an inside source that the Ottawa gov 
emment SO days ago notified the Cana^ 
dian Pacific officials to be in readiness 
for the immediatb transportation from 
Montreal to 'Vancouver and Esquimault 
of 8,600 men, the contingent consisting 
of engineers, gunners and deck officers. 

According to information at hand the 
road has prepared for handling 10,000 
men. five trains l>oiiig held in readiness 
for this service. The officers included 
in the first contingent are intended to 
reinforce the Japanese fleet, which is 
said to be very short on engineering 
talent and deficient in gunnery. 

The dispatch adds that a secret agreO' 
ment has been concluded between 
Great Britain and Japan, by the terms 
of which the Russian pretensions in 
Oorea are to be overcome and Russian 
aggrandizement ia Asia permanently 
oEecked. 

Oaptain Ronald Rolfe. R. N. (re- 
tired), OB inspection service, just re- 
turned from the west and on his way 
to England via New York, says that in 
his ojmion the force above referred to 
is destined to increase the efBciencr of 
the forts at Esquimault and relieve 
crews of the North Paoiflc squadron. 
He declines to disouss the probability of 
sin Ai^lo-Russian imbroguo, but asserts 
that in case of actual hostilitiee the 
Biltish-Asiatio squadron is of snflldent 
strength to enforce any demands Oreat 
Britain may have to make. 

He denies that there is anr probabil- 
ity of an Anglo-Japanese slliance, re- 
markins that England's comUning 
wi^h a fourth rate power like Japan 
would be a confession of weakness that 
does not exist Captain Rolfe asserts 
with positiveness that the contingent to 
be sent west is not for Japanese rein- 
forcement, but rather to be used as a 
reserve for the fleets in operation should 
a naval war result from the p wse n t 
complications in the Orient.

QKRMANY MUST GO SLOW. 



Japiin Will Wlpa 
the Sena. 

WAsaiN'UTON, Deo. 81.— The situa- 
tion in the far east made some such 
action by England as the calling out of 
tho naval reserves imperative. Eng- 
land's commercial interests in China 
are greater than those of all other Euro- 
pean nations put toge^her. The ag- 
gressions of Germany and Russia were 
directed against England almost as 
much as against OhlnaL 

Great BAtain's fleet massed in east- 
ern waters will be on immensely forci- 
ble hint to the other powers to go slow. 
Japan will stand by England. 

Unglaui's action sounds the knell of 
Emperor William's plans for Asiatic 
conquest. He can not afford War, as 
England and Japan would wipe Ger- 
many from the seas and strip her of all 
her colonies. The yellow giant has 
found its needed friend in England. 

FRENCH AGG RESSION. 

flaw tha Newi of the Itceant fialaara 

Keaolied the Public. 
LoNDOX, Dec. 31.— A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Singapore says : "The 
news that the French had occupied the 
island of Hai-Nan was brought here 
fikim Saigon, capital of French Cochin. 
China, on Tuesday by the French mail 
boat Ernest^mon. Before the latter 
left Suigou!^^ the 2Sth, a French 
cruiser arrived there with either Ad- 
miral Bedolliero or letters from him to 
the French governor of Saigon. The 
Ernest Simon delayed her departure 
for an hour at Saigon in order to take 
the governor's d.spatch relating to the 
hoisting of the flag on the island of 
Hai-Nan to the French governor. 

"The cause of the delay was known 
only to a few officers on board the Er- 
nest Simon, but inadvertently the se- 
cret was imparted to a French officer 
here (£ttngapore), who, not being bound 
to secrecv, let the matter out. It is be- 
lieved that the French hold the tele- 
graph offioe at Hoi-Kow (Ho-Kow>, 
and prevent oommunteatlon to Hong-

REVOLUTI ON IN S ALVADOR. 

C««t«t #arfftla«r g»«dt M a Hitrry CiAl Mr 
a WatrKhlp. 

New YoitK. Dec - A special to 
The Herald from ^^■ushington says : 
Salvador is threate-nea with another 
revolution. To protect American in' 
terests the navy department, upon the 
request of t^e state deportment, has 
telegraphed orders to the gunboat Mari- 
etta, which is at Mare island, directing 
her to proceed as soon as possible to La 
Libertad and remain until further or- 
ders. 

The iipportance of this action will be 
appreciated when it is understood that 
the Marietta is being fitted for service 
in Chinese waters. The information 
upon which tho state department acted 
came from John Jenkins, consul at San 
Solvador, who cabled : "The condition 
of ailairs in San Salvador is alarming ; 
send warship." 

The distance to La Libertad is about 
2,r,00 miles, and it will be covered by 
the gunboat in two weeks. 

Tho instructions to commander F. M. 
Symonds require him upon arrival at 
La Libertad to communicate with Mr. 
Jenkins and to take all measures possi- 
ble for the protection of American in- 
terests. 

Mail advices from Salvador have in- 
dicated that trouble is brewing. The 
Ezeta faction, which was ousted in the 
revolution of two years ago, has never 
rested and repeatedly expeditions have 
been alleged to be forminff in this coun- 
try with a view to proceeding to Salva- 
wt and wresting the admmistration 
from General Rafael Antonio Guti- 
errez. 

General Gutierrez has faced oonsider- 
able grumbling among his political fol- 
lowers, and it is said the potent cause 
of dlsssitUfMetfott resulted from his ac- 
tion in joining the greater republic of 
Central America. 

It is expected that Honduras and Nic- 
aragua will aid PresMent Gutierrez in 
return for similar services. 

Woman Senteneed.to Death. 

Atlanta, Deo. 81.— The supreme 
court of the United States has Just re- 
fated an application for a° new trial for 

Mrs. Elizabeth Nobler, convicted of tho 
murder of her husband, on the ground 
that at her trial the question of insan- 
ity was never brought up. She is tliere- 
fore under sentence of death from the 
superior court of the state, and tlu> only 
liope of saving her life rests witli the 
newly created piirdon board, to whom 
all applications for executive clemency 
have been referred. The crime was 
committed Juno, 1898, Skid her aooom- 
pUce was a negro.

M AHiON, O., Dec. HI. — Willi.'im Swor» 
den and Daniel Patchett, two farmers 
living 10 raile.s west of here, drove to 
Lame and became boisterously drunk. 
They drove home at About 7 :80 o'clock, 
and on eSteiiiig Sworden's barnyard, 
the latter aooused Patchett of sDealing a 
bottle of whisky from him. Patchett 
accused Sworden of taking a package 
of meat from hun, and rei)lied that if 
Sworden would return the meat, he 
would give back the whisky. 

William Sworden's son, a boy of 18, 
attempted to prevent the men ftoin 
quarreling, but Patchett pioked up a 
sled stake and struck Sworden on the 
back of the head , knocking him to the 
ground. Sworden was picked up and 
lived until yesterday morning when ho 
died. 

Byron Sworden, an elder son of Wil- 
liam Sworden, went to Patchett's house 
after the quarrel, and calling him out. 
beat the man until he was unconscious 
and left him hanging over a fence for 
dead, where he was found two hours 
later. 

Patchett was arrested and brought 
here and placed in jail as lynching was 
freely talked of. 

OAS PRESSURE LOW.

MAniiTTA, O., Dec. :il.— All concerns 
using natural gas for tho purpose of 
raising steam, have been notified by the 
gas company that within the near fu- 
ture, they must commence tising coal, 
and continue to do so, until the coin* 
pnny can bring up the pressure. 

The gas company lias seven wells 
now drilling in various tields, and hope 
to strike now ^.'as veins any day. Ti^e 
pres.snre is ordinarily rinwn in cold 
weather, but has been lower th.ni usual 
this winter, and in ^ome instances li.as 
been .-o low tliat ci inking could not bo 
done. Nearly every house in the city 
is piped for gas.

She is thirty-one years of age, was mar- 
ried ton years ago, her home th^n being 
in Mayaville, Ky. Soma fonr yaan ago 
she displayed sijjns of insanity by refus 
ing to speak to her husband or any one 
else, also refusing to prepare maala for 
him, telling him to go elsewhere and get 
them. Later she became more violent, 
and severely cut her husband on several 
occasions while the latter was lying in bed 
asleep. Three years ago she attempted 
to commit suicide by poisoning herself, 
but the opportune arrival of a pbyaidan 
saved her life. 

Two years ago she attempted suicide 
the second time by tying a rope around 
her neck and Jumping over tha atair rail- 
ing. Her husband heard the noise made 
by her fall, and after kicking in the door, 
cut her down with hia pocket knife. 

Of late she has become possessed of the 
yea that everything mast be destroyed 
by burning, and the consequence is that 
two weeks ago she burned up all of her 
husband's clothes white he was out on 
the road, and her violence is such that it 
is impoflsibie to restrain her at home, al- 
though she haa been in a private hospital 
in Cincinnati for the past three weeks. 

Dr. £. £. Schmidt, who has been at- 
tending her for aavand weeka past, was of 
the opinion that aha was incurable, and 
had to be constantly watched to keep her 
from either making way with haraelf or 
some one else. 

The jury returned a verdict that the de- 
fendant was of unsound mind, and or- 
dered her sent to the asylum at Lexing- 
ton for proper care and treatment.
